The starcn of wheat is pure white. 
It is exceedingly palatable, and by the 
modern improvements in milling can 

almost cou pletely separated from 
the phosphates and gluten. It is the 
costly flour used by a fastidious people 
—is a choice luxury, yet void of sup- 
port for bone, muscle and brain—is 
preferred to the rich brown bread of 
whole wheat, and hence the numerous 
victims of nervous disorders from the 
want of yital food. The bones lose 
their elasticity and firmness; and the 
teeth decay for want of the mineral 
elements thus rejected. 

To approximate whole wheat flour 
in. its mapufacture, avoiding injury: 
from heat in grinding, the dress of 
mill tones should have the largest pos- 
sible amount ef cutting edges to disin- 
tegrate and reduce the bran to an even 
fineness wi.h starch andgluten. Thus 
prepared, a meal sifter,.or coarse bolt- 
ing cloth. will remove any remaining 
broad bran, leavivg a rich brown flour, 
wholesome and life-sustaining.

BEST BREEDS. 


If you intend keeping a large num. 
ber, or expect them ‘to rough it for a 
living, then take the Merino cross. If 
vou intend giving them ail the grass 
and grain they can eat, and keep thirty 
to fifty in « flock, Cotswolds are a 
valuable eross. There can be three 
Merinos, or crosses, kept where one full 
blood Cotswuld can be kept. Three 
Merinos are worth more for mutton 
than one Cotswold. They are werth 
just as much per pound, and wi i bring 
asin ch per pound when as fat. They. 
are just as easily made fat as Cots 
wolds. The Merino mutton for Amer- 
ican palates is better than Cotswolds, 
as it is far better marbled. The fat is 
well mixed with the lean. There are 
no great bunches of fat, that no Amer- 
ican or Englisnman, long in this coun- 
try, will eat. It is a waste to the 
consumer, not the producer or buicher. 
‘The Merino carcass is smaller; and so 
much the better suited to home con- 
nay tion. A family of average size will

PLANTING CORN. 


Among the experiments of the Kan- 
sas Agricultural cullege last year, vas 
one having for its object to ascertain 
the relative values of the t-vo methods 
of planting corn—in hills and in drills 
Four plats were laid off across a por- 
tion of the field, very uniform as to the 
character of the soil. Each plat con- 
tained four iows of corn, the rows 
being three and half feet apart. Inthe 
first plat the corn was planted in drills, 
in the second in hillsafier the common 
fashion; again, the third was planted 
in drills, and the fourth in hills, When 
the corn was about six inches high 
the drilled plants were thinned out, 
leaving the stalks as nearly as possible 
ten inches apart in the rows; the plants 
in hills were likewise thinned out, 
leaving the same number of stalks in 
every plat throughout the experiment. 
in cultivating the plats care was taken 
to give each the same treatment, and 
beyond thinning, hoeing once and cul- 
tivati: g twice, no special treatment was 
given the plants. ‘The corn was husked } 
November 11, and the weighing showed 
tor the dr‘lled plats a: yield of 71 oush- 
els per acre, for the plants in hills 62 
and a half bushels per acre, an advan- 
tage in favor of the method of planting 
in drills of eight anda half bushels per 
acre. By the bushels of corn men- 
tioned in these experiments is to be 
understsod in every case 72 pounds of} 
ears. 

A NEW COMPOST. 
Agricultural Editor of the Constitution : 

l have just tried an experiment in 
making a comp»st heap, and think it is 
a great success. I1f 1 am right, it will 
save others trouble and expense to 


bundred peunds of common galt and 
hfteen pounds ofsalt petre and made a 
saturated solution and slacked as much 
lime asthat water would slack, and 
having almost no stable manure, using 
the scrapings of my lot, 1 made my 
heap by putting down a layer about 
three inches thick of this manure, and 
dredging that with the lime, I put 


/down another layer of manure and 


dredged that with lime and so on, tak- 
ing care that the last layer should be 
manure, 

In less than ten days I had to use 
this pile,and I think that it is much the 
best manure I have. ‘It was quite 
warm when I opened it, and though 
it had no cotton seed and not as much 
as a bushel ot stable manure, the am- 
moniacal oder was as decided and 
strong as if I was turning up the strata 
in a stable in which no spade had 
been under in a number of years. 

I send you the above because I think 
it may be of use to our farmers,

Caarorte, April 20, 1877. 
To the Editor of the Southern Home. '
